Shanghai Atrocities Des¬ 
cribed By Mrs. Mary 
Wammock, Aboard Ship 

Mrs. Mary Wammock who left 
Sierra Madre early in August for 
her home In Borneo and was 
aboard the “Empress of Canada" 
enroute to Hong Kong which 
called at Shanghai to pick up 
refugees, described her experiences 
in a graphic letter to her mother, 
Mrs. Mary Polsue of 272 West 
Grand View avenue, which was 
received this week. 

“Arriving at Shanghai the ship 
anchored at the mouth of the 
Yangtse River,” she wrote, we got 
within 15 miles of Shanghai and 
we could see the buildings ablaze 
and fire shooting high into the air 
.. there were clouds of smoke. We 
could see shells hit and burst 
over the city, and there was an 
air battle that lasted for hours," 
wrote Msr. Wammock. 

"We are now miles up the 
Yangtse cruisers guarding us. The 
war cruisers guarding us. The 
Japanese are at the mouth of the 
river. We are quite close to them. 
We get some news of the trouble 
in Shanghai as they post a bulle- j 
tin for us every day.” I 

"All available space is being 
made ready for the refugees. The 
salons are being used as dormi¬ 
tories. There are 45 mattresses in 
tfci3 room in which I am writing. 1 
All chairs are put together as 
beds for the children. We expect 
1200 refugees aboard. We are an¬ 
chored right near the place 
where the American soldiers were 
killed. 

“We are quite comfortable. 
Some people are even able to 
dance. A Japanese boat came 
quite close to us on its way up 
the Whangpoo and the British 
cruiser flashed it a warning to 
go back; it was too close. 

‘There is a story of a group 
of Chinese refugees trying to 
laeve Shanghai on Monday and 
they were surrounded by Jap¬ 
anese soldiers and given their 
choice of four ways to die ;all 
were slaughtered. This was told

The rich variety of fruits, berries 
and vegetables which ripen at this 
time makes the homemaker want 
to can them so that their enjoy¬ 
ment may be extended the year 
around. 

Canned berries are especially 
tempting as a simple winter dessert. 
To prepare the syrup to go on them, 
place 1 cup sugar and 1 cup water 
in a saucepan. Heat until sugar is 
dissolved. Do not boil. Pick over ber¬ 
ries (this method applies to any 
berries except strawberries), wash 
in a sieve, handling carefully so as 
not to bruise them. Place berries in 
the jar lightly and shake down. Do 
not mash. Run a spatuia down the 
■ides of the jar, and pour syrup over 
the berries. Place in a 275 degree 
oven for 35 minutes. 

Cherries are excellent prepared 
In this way. They take about 30 
minutes. A 275 degree oven is used 
for all oven canning. 

Apricots and peaches require 35 
minutes in the oven. Canning them 
with the skins left on adds to their 
nutritional value. 

An excellent way to can tomatoes 
is to loosen their skins with hot wa¬ 
ter, peel and cut out core. Place 
whole tomatoes in jars and cover to 
within a half inch of the top with a 
puree made by putting chopped to¬ 
matoes through a sieve. The oven 
time for this operation is 40 min¬ 
utes. 

Before placing jars in the oven, 
teal tightly, then loosen 1 inch. Aft¬ 
er they come from the oven, com¬ 
plete the sea). 

When canning is done in an elec¬ 
tric range oven, there is the added 
advantage of coolness. All the heat 
stay* inside the oven due to the 
superior insulation. Even though 
the range is used for a whole day's 
canning, it adds little heat to the 
temperature of the kitchen.

None of Proposed New Amend¬ 
ments to Marriage Is Newer 
Than the Sphinx 

T HERE might be a quaint pleas¬ 
ure In letting the Imagination 
run riot, cheerily independent of 
sanity, in a forecast as to the fu¬ 
ture of marriage—to paint bizarre 
pictures of a marriageless world or 
an upside down wedded condition. 
There are a hundred amusing varia¬ 
tions of the possibilities, and each 
could be backed by spacious logic. 
And each would be asinine. 

You might as sanely forecast for 
fifty years hence a blue sun rising 
daily In a maroon sky, and back it 
by the supposedly increasing power 
of ultra-violet or infra-red rays. The 
sun will keep on in its old color 
and on its own course when our 
generation’s great great-grandchil¬ 
dren are dust. 


So will marriage. 

Because in a few of its outermost 
fringes marriage today differs ever so 
little from marriage of a century ago, 
that is no reason for thinking il will 
go on changing until those eccentric 
outermost fringes shall affect the core 
of it. 

There is nothing new in the so- 
called new era. The fundamentals have 
not shifted, cannot shift, any more 
than the solar system has shifted or 
can shift. One is as basic and at eter¬ 
nal aj ii the other. 


What are the new twists to mar¬ 
riage, as against the customs of a 
century ago? Prevalence of divorce; 
the right of a wife to her own 
money; the omission of the under¬ 
worked word ‘‘obey” from the wed¬ 
ding ceremony; the equality or the 
superiority of woman: her refusal 
to stay In the kitchen and develop 
Into a drudge while her husband 
goes ahead; her Insistence on the 
keeping of her maiden name; her 
occasional refusal to be true to any 
one man.

In more 
than one of the civilized notions and 
sects of the Old It arid, in the days of 
Egyptian supremacy the same thing 
prevailed and was a sacred law. It is 
found among certain semibarbarous 
tribes today. The omission of “obey"? 
Go back to post-classical Rome for 
; hat, and to Babylonia, loo and lor 
marriage customs in lands more than 
half-civilized during hundreds of 
years since then. 


The equality of woman was de 
dared in Egypt during a long dy¬ 
nasty, and in other enlightened and 
unenlightened lands. Her superior¬ 
ity was claimed by the Amazons 
li.d other people and Is still regard¬ 
ed as a proved fact in parts ol 
Mongolia. Her refusal to he a 
drudge? Read at least the Greek 
play satirizing that refusal, and the 
tales of woman’s ancient revolt in 
kingdoms that are dead. 

The keeping of her maiden 
name? Before even Lucy Slone was 
dreamed of that was a time-hal¬ 
lowed custom In a dozen places. 
African tribes, Martinique negroes, 
many other folk all tripd that out 
centuries agone. Read Barrie’s 
•‘Margaret Ogilvie" for proof of 
Its presence In Scotland of fifty 
years hack. 

Her refusal to he bound to any 
one man? Did yon never hear of 
polyandry—a custom still practiced 
in Afghanistan and elsewhere un¬ 
der the sanction of law—several 
legal husbands to one dominating 
and domineering wife?

None of these “new” things 
is much newer than the Sphinx - -from 
trial marriage to the shucking of the 
wedding ring.

And by the way, an actual marriage 
ceremony was not in vogue in some 
parts of the civilized world until lung 
after the birth of that eru.

place l cup sugar and 1 cup water 
in a saucepan. Heat until sugar is 
dissolved, Do not boil. Pick over ber¬ 
ries (this method applies to any 
berries except strawberries), wash 
in a sieve, handling carefully so as 
not to bruise them. Place berries in 
the jar lightly and shake down. Do 
not mash. Run a spatula down the 
sides of the jar, and pour syrup over 
the berries. Place in a 275 degree 
oven for 35 minutes. 

Cherries are excellent prepared 
in this way. They take about 30 
minutes. A 276 degree oven is used 
for all oven canning. 

Apricots and peaches require 35 
minutes in the oven. Canning them 
with the skins left on adds to their 
nutritional value. 

An excellent way to can tomatoes 
is to loosen their skins with hot wa¬ 
ter, peel and cut out core. Place 
whole tomatoes in jars and cover to 
within a half inch of the top with a 
puree made by putting chopped to¬ 
matoes through a sieve. The oven 
time for this operation is 40 min¬ 
utes. 

Before placing Jars in the oven, 
teal tightly, then loosen 1 inch. Aft- 
ar they come from the oven, com¬ 
plete the seal. 

When canning is done in an elec- 
trie range oven, there is the added 
advantage of coolness. All the heat 
stays inside the oven due to the 
superior insulation. Even though 
the range is used for a whole day’s 
canning, it adds little heat to the ‘ 
temperature of the kitchen.
